“Tt is evidently possible to fiud explanations 
of China's reluciange in this mattor, but another 
objection raised by har may almost be desoribed 
as frivolous, It referred to the torm “ Kwan- 
tung" and to the tile ' Visercy.” “hen 
‘Russia appointed Alexsieff to bo “ Viceroy " of 
“' Kwau-tang,' no protestof any kind was made 
by China, but when Japan, baving auceecded by 
treaty to Russia's leasehold, nominated Genoral 
Os-ima to the same post in the same territory, 
Peking- declared. that the leased territory could 
not proporly be termed " Kwan-lang.” since, 
that namo applied to the whole of South Man- 
“eharia east ward of Shan-hai-kwan,aod- that, 
at any rate, the creation of a Jnpauese 
“Viceroy” constitaled an encroachment on 
China's “sovereign rights. ‘This very marked 
diff-rentistion between Peking'a’ complaisant 
mooi towurds Russia und its cavilting disposi- 
tion towarde Japin evusnd aurpriso in Tokyo, 
bat the Japanese, being mach too practical-to 
set ‘greater, store by .a .qaestion of mere 
terminology thon by international concord,» 
changed the title of “ Viceroy " (rotoku) to that 
of '* Governor-General” (totoku), and thas sar- 
ed China’s " face,” ‘The alteration of ono id :0- 
wraph did the business. Then the Waiwa-pn 
began to talk of jarisdiction. It alleged that 
the Raray-Chinose Convention, wader which 
Japan held Kwan-tong, bad expressly raserved 
to the Chinese locai anthorities ‘powers of 
adininistr: tion in the town of Kinchanas well 
as judicial rights in the case of Chinese subjecta 
in Kwan-tung, and it insisted that Japan must 
abide by those raservations. Bat the Japaueso 
retorted that Ruasia had never respoctad this 
convention in practice ; that she had notoriously 
exerciand the functions in question, and that 
China had refrained from raising any objection, 
Oue cin understand and cron sympathizs with 
thisessay on China's part to retrieve a situation 
which hor own perfunctoriness or timidity hat 
compromised: in the duys anterior to ber 
recently-born mood of self-assertion, The 
Japanese, howavar, ara not disposed to increase 
their list of sacrifices in Mancharis for the sake 
of gratifying Peking‘s new aspirations,
